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Hoftile Laws, made either in England againft Scot- 
fand, or in Scotland againit England ; and the mu- 
tual Communication of Commodities and Commerce : 
Referving the King’s Prerogative, in the Preferment 
of Men to Offices and Honours in either Kingdom. 
The. King recommended the Profea@ition of that 
Bufinefs to the Parliament of England, but of 
all the Articles agreed upon by the Commiffio- 
ners, only that was enacted, which concern’d the 
Abolifhing of Hoftile Laws. The King griev’d at 
this exceedingly, and conceiving that the Work 
fhould more eafily be effeéted, if begun in Scot- 
land, did call a Parliament there. The Eftates, at 
the King’s Defire, did readily allow ail the Articles 
concluded in the Treaty ; with a Provifo, that the 
fame fhould, in like manner, be ratify’d by the 
Parliament of England ; otherwife the Conclufions 
taken, not to have the Force of a Law; And, it 
was alfo declar’d, That if the Union fhould happen 
to take Effect, the Kingdom, notwithftanding, 
fhould remain an Abfolute and Free Monarchy, and 
the Fundamental Laws receive no Alteration. : But 
the Englifh Puritans being too elated with the Hopes 
they had conceiv’'d from an Union of the Nations, 
the High-Church Party grew jealous of them, and 
fpoke boldly againft the Scots in Parliament, Convo- 
cation and Pulpits, and defeated all Endeavours to 
accomplifh that Union. They foon found King 
James’s Weak-fide, and knowing, that his Inclina- 
tion to a tow ring Prerogative, carried the Afcen- 
dant with him above all other Things, they cut out 
other Work for him, which was to advance his Prez 
rogative in Scot/and,to the Subverfionof the Liberties 
of that Kingdom, both in Church and State, and 
concurr'd with him as heartily in it, as they oppos’d 
him in the Union. iv | 

In the Reign of King Charles 1. we don’t find it to 
have been once mention d ; for the Prejudices againft 
the Puritans {till encreafing, and the High-Church 
Party growing powerful at Court, by the -Promo- 
tion of Laud to the Archbifhop’s See of Canterbury, 
an ill-timed and miftaken Zeal for the Church of 
Engiand, had fo much the Afcendant over that un- 
happy Prince, as to engage him with more Eager- 
nefs than his Father, to overturn the Conftitutiony 
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and endeavour a Conqueft of Scotland: Which was A) CG. 
the fatal Rife of all his Misfortunes. 1706. 
In the Reign of King Charles 1]. the Parliament , 
of Scotland, did in 1670. pafs an Act impowering J, King 
his Majetty to grant a Commuilion under the great Charles 
Seal of Scotland, for {uch Perfons as he fhould think I’sReiga. 
ht to name, to treat with Commiihoners of England 
about the Union, but wirh this Provifo, ‘That no- 
thing they agreed upon fhould f{tand, except con~ 
hirm’d by the Parliament of Scotland. When the 
Commitiioners met, the King fent them the Five 
following Points to be confider’d, as the Subjeét 
Matter of the Treaty: 1.° The Preferving to ci- 
* ther Kingdom their Laws Civil and ‘Eeclefiaftical en- 
‘tire. 2. The Uniting of the Two Kingdoms into 
* one Monarchy, under his Mayjetty, his Heirs and 
and Succefiors, infeparable. 2. The reducing both 
Parliaments into one. 4. The ftating of all Privile- 
ges, as to Trade, and other Advantages.

and harrals the Enemy, who laft Night, maul’d the

of. As for Goods and Houtes, the Inhabitants

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A. C. began toplant Cannon thereon. The 3d Sir Stafford 
1706. Fairborn came afhore to confer with Moutieur d’du- 
Cry verquergue, and it was refolv’d that the next Day 


the Bomb-Veflels fhould draw near the Place to 
bombard the Town. The fame day, (the 3d of Fu/y) 
the Trenches on the left were carried on within 150 
Paces of the Glacis of the Place ; and the Line of 
Communication being finifh’d, the Attacks were pur- 
fued with fo great Vigour, that the Beliegers covered 
themfelves from the Cannan of the "Town, info- 
much, that the 4 Batteries that had been erected, 
viz. one of 8 pieces of Cannon, one of 18 Mortars, 
one of 28 pieces, and one of 7, being all ready, they 
began to batter the Place by break of Day, with 
fuch uninterrupted Fury, that Fire broke out in fe- 
veral Places before § a Clock; and the Town being 
fo terribly battered, both by Sea and by Land, great 
part of the Cannon of the Befieged were difmount- 
ed before Night, and the Place almoft entirely 
ruind. The 4th was fpent in firing vigoroufly a- 
gain{t, and bombarding the Town, and the Night 
between the 4th and sth an Afflault was made upon 
the Counterfcarp. The Attack was begun by §0 
Englifb Grenadiers commanded by a Lieutenant, and 
fupported by a Dutch Battalion, and was carry’d on 
with all imaginable Vigour and Refolution. The 
Allies having beaten the Enemy from their 
Works, made a Lodgment upon the Counterfcarp. 
‘That morning the Betieged Sallied out with goo 
Men in order to diflodge the Belicgers, and endea- 
vour the Regaining of ,that Poft ; but the Batralions 
that were in the Trenches, advancing to their Af- 
filtance, and fome Shots being fired on both fides, 
the Enemy retired without being able to effe& their 
defign. This Skirmifh, however, coft the Befiegers 
$0 Men killed and wounded. In the mean time, 
great Diligence was ufed in perfecting two Batteries 
on the Glacis, one of 12 Pieces of Cannon, and the 
other of Eight. 

At laft, on the 6th of Fu/y, the Befieged not being 
able to hold out any longer again{ft the force of 46 
heavy Pieces of Cannon, 18 Mortars, and fome 
hundreds of {mal] Mortars, called Coehorn Mortars, 
beat a Parley at 9 in the morning ; and the Capitu- 
lation being concluded and figned at 11 at Night,

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they furrendred Oftend to the Allies, who the next 
Morning, took Pofleflion of it in the Name of King 
Charles 1. "This Town was Invefted by the Spaniards 
during the Government of the Arch-Duke Allert of 
Auftria the sth of of Fuly 1601, and fuftain’d, at that 
time, a Siege of three Years, or, as fome Hiftorians re- 
late, 2 Years, 2 Months, 2 Weeks, 2 Days, and 
2 Hours, during which the Betiegers loft Seventy {ix 
thoufand, Nine hundred and Sixty one Perfons, viz. 
7 Field-Marefchals, 15 Colonels, 1g Majors, 167 
Captains, 1166 Lieutenants, 222 Enfigns, rgri Ser- 
jeants, 9166 Corporals, 610 Under Corporals, 54366 
private Soldiers, 6orr Seamen, and 1196 Women 
and Children. But now the fame Place, tho’ de- 
fended by a numerous Garrifon, commanded by two 
Gencrals, the one a Frenchman, the other a Spaniard, 
and provided with abundance of Artillery and Am- 
munition, furrendred to the Invincible Allies, after 
it had been battered only 3 Days and fome Hours. 
According to the Capitulation, the Garrifon 
march’d out on the 8th of Fu/y, without any Marks 
of Honour, and only with their Swords and Bag- 
gage, having been obliged to promife not to bear 
Arms again{t King Charles III. or his Allies, for the 
fix Months following. Jt confifted of two Spanifh 
Battalions ; four Troops of Dragoons of the fame 
Nation, and four French Regiments ; but the former, 
moft of them, entred into the Service of the Allies. 
No mention was made in the Capitulation of the 
Shipping in the Harbour, in which were found two 
Men of War, one of 80, the other of $0 Guns, 
and about 45 {mall Veffels. ‘This Conqueft did nor 
coft the Confederates above soo Men, killed or

Peace, have been look’d upon, by ill-defigning Perfons, as 
an Artifice to dif-unite the Allies, and make an Advan- 
tage of the Mifunderftanding that might be created a- 
mong them; has refolu'd to Iioew the Sincerity of bis Ine 
tentions, by renouncing all fecret Negociations, and openly 
propofing Conferences, in which means may be found for 
ve-eflablifhing the Tranquillity of Europe.

In this Battle, which at firft was ‘no lefs du- 
bious, than afterwards detifive by a compleat 
Victory, the Duke of Savy, did not fpare his 
Royal Perfon, but expos'd himfelf in the thick- ° 
e(t Fire, for the Good of the Common Caufe, and 
the Welfare of his Dominions; having himfelf led 
on his Troops, and given neceflary Orders every 
where to the End of the Action. Prince Eugene a&t- 
ed like Himfelf ; and all the other Generals after 
his Exarhple, agWalfo the Officers and Soldiers did, 
on. this Occafion, all that could be expeéted from.

The Declaration of the People in Catalonia and Va- 
lencia in favour of King Cherie: IIL. having given 
better Hopes of the Houfe of Aufria’s Intereft than 
were entertain’d before, it was refolv'd both in Eng- 
land and Portugal, to make the utmoft Efforts, not 
(to fupport the Provinces that had already 

' ar’d themfelves, but likewife to put the whole 
Kingdom of Spain into the Hands of its Lawful So- 


vereign. On the other Hand, the French having 
fuc in tkeir Attempt of Relieving Badajox,

Germany, Were {oon in a Condition, not only to 
check the Inclinations of the People to the Auffrian 
Family, but alfo to: ftop the Progrefs of rhe Confe- 
derate Forces, who, till then, met with little or no 
Oppofition. The Duke of Anjou, and Marefchal 
de Teff , were to undertake the Siege of Barcelona; 
The Conde de las Torres had a Bo y of Forces int 
Valericia to ftop, at leaft, to retard the Progrefs. of 
the Earl of Peterborough, who, like a. Torrent cars 
ried all before Him; and the Duke of Berwick was 
to command the Army with which the Enemy 
thought to baffle the Efforts of the Portugueze,; an 
their Allies. On-the other Hand, the Earl of Gal- 
way, and the Englifb Ambaflador in Portugal, rightly 
judging, by the Enemy’s Preparations, thar they 
defign’d to undertake the Siege of Barcelona, both b 
Sea and Land, bent all their Thoughts and Appli- 
cation to put all Things in a Readinefs, both to 
make a powerful Diverfion in Portugal, and for the 
Fleet to be early in the Mediterranean, It can hard- 
ly be exprefs’d with what care and diligence Sir 
Fobn Leake and Admiral Waffenaer fitted out their 
refpective Squadrons ; and, to do the Portuguveze Ju- 
ftice, it muft be own’d, that they fupplied them 
with their Stores, and ailifted them as much as lay 
in their Péwer ; being wonderfully fpirited by the 
- Declaration of the Catalans, and the Diverfion they 
gave to the Enémies Forces. : 

_ The Portugueze and Confederate Troops had but 
little Refrefhment after the Siege of Badajox, being 
canton’d on the Frontiers, from whence, in the very 
beginning of February, 1706, they made feveral Ex- 
curfions ifito the Enemies Country; but it was im- 
poilible for them to take the Field in a form’d Body, 
till the Month of March. Several Schemes had 
been laid, which: all.tended to penetrateas deep as 
potiible into Caftile, even as far as Madrid, thereby 
to divert the Enemy’ from Purfiring theif Defigns 
againft Catalonia, with fo much Earneftnefs and Ap- 
plication as they feem’d refolv’d to do, and. oblige 
them to come back to defend the Capital City of 
Spcin, "The. firft Proje&t was to reduce Badajox, 
which would deprive the Enemy of their principal

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Place of Arms; remove them a great way from the 


Frontiers of Portugal, and afford an eafy Entrance 
into 4 moft fruirful Country.: But this Enterprize 
could ot but be atterided with great Dittculties, 
for the Place was well fortified, and provided with

Matter to ftreighten it, fo as to hinder its being 
reliev’'d. Nor were thefé Obftacles unforefeen the 
Autumn before; but then the Earl of Galway’s prin- 
cipal Aim in Befieging Badajox was, either to force 
the Enemy toa decifive Action, if they attempted 
to relieve the Place; or, at leaft, to keep all their 
Forces in Play on the Frontiers of Portugal, during 
King Charles's, and the Earl .of Peterborough’s Expe- 
diton in Catalonia. ‘The fecond Project was, to be- 
gin the Campaign with the Taking of Alcantara, 
which was not indeed,.a very ftrong place, but 
whofe Approaches were extreamly difficult. Nor 
did it open an Entrance into Ca/tile through a Coun- 
try abounding with Corn, but then it was the fhor- 
teft Cut to Madrid ; and it was pretty eafy to main- 
tain, that way, a Communication with Portugal, for 
the Conveniency of the Conveys., not to mention 
that it was one of the principal Paffes over the 
Tages. The third Scheme, was to reduce Ciudad- 
Rodrigo, which done, they niight march through a 
very fine open Country, abounding with Corn and 
Cattle, and full of good Villages as ‘far asethe pafs 
of Guadarama, within Twelve Leagues of Madrid. 
But the Army had a long difficult way to march to 
Ciudad-Rodrigo, and no great Preparations had been 
made on that fide. ‘The venturing to enter Ca/tile 
without ‘being Mafters of one of thofe three. places, 
would have expofed the Army to almoft inevitable 
Ruin, for it had been eafy for the Enemy to get be- 
hind. the Allies, and cut off their Communication 
with Portugal, with 50 Squadrons, and 25 Battalions 
of regular Troops. 4 
The Portugueze inclined for the Siege of Badaiox, 
which beiag the moft confiderable Place on that 
Frontier, and which keeps them moft in Awe, they 
were ever fond of the Thoughts of Reducing it. 
‘Their Magazines on that fide were well ftord,

Accordingly, as foon as “twas 
yudg’d that there was fufhcient Forrage on the 
Gens for the Subfiftence of the Horfe, the Troops 
left their Garrifons in order to formthe Army. ‘The 
greateft Body, which was encamped near Elvas, be

March, N.§. to St. Salvador; the xd of April to Ma- 
yorga; and the 2d to St. Vincento, between Albuquer- 
que and Valenca d’ Alcantara, where the feveral Bodies 
join’d, to the Number of 26 Portugueze Battalions, 5 
Englifb, 4 Dutch; 26 Pertugueze Squadrons, 2 Englifh, 
and 4Dutch; being provided-with 24 Pieces of heavy 
Cannon for Battery; 18 Field Pieces ; Provifions for 
24 Days, and Waggons and Carriages in proportion.

The 4th of April, N: S.'the Army advahe’d to . 


Menbrille, and encamp’d near the River. Se/or, er 
is extreamly difficult, by reafon its Banks, and the 
Parts adjacent, ‘are full of Rocks ‘and ’ Precipices, 
befides which the Enemy had ruin’d the Stohe- 
Bridge that ‘was on that River. In the Night be- 
tween’ the 5th and 6th, Don <Fuan Manuel Aaref- 
chal de Camp, was detach’d to make hirnfelf Ma- 
fter of the'Fords and Paflages, and cover the Work- 
men that levell’d the Roads. ‘The 6th all the Horfe 
of the “Army, and the’ Infantry of the’ firft Line 
trek thé River. The Conde de fz Corfana, ftaid 

hind with the Foot of ‘the fecond Line, to cover 
the Artillery and Baggage, and caufe the whole to 
pafs, which was donein two Days, tho’ with ex- 
tream Difficulty, and *iidéfatigable Labour. ‘The 
7th it was refolv’d to advance and attack the Duke 
of Berwick, who wasericamped at Brocas, which was 
exécured very early in the Morning, the Marquis 
das Minas*\eading the Right, and my Lord Galway 
the Left. Sixteen Battalions that made up the firft 
Line of Foot, follow’d the Horfe with great Dili- 
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gence, but becaufethey march’d in Order of Battle, 
and that Care was taken. to form the Troops after 
the pailing of the Detilees, a great deal of time was 
(unavoidably) loft ; and it was 4 in the Afternoon, 

efore they. were in a Pofture ro attack the Enemy. 
The Inhabitants. of Brocas, who came to fubmir 
theniiclves, aflured the Confederate Generals, that 
the Enemy retreated affoon astheirAdvanc’d. Guards 
came in vjew of the Enemies Rear,which was partly 
cover’d by a Wood, that facilitated and’ conceal’d 
theis Retreat. The: Duke of - Berwick thought he 
could cafily setire thro’.a Country, which he took 
to be all open, but meeting with unexpected Deh- 
lees, feveral of the Towns-men that withdrew their 
beft Effects, and his own Baggage, made.a Stop that 
retarded his March; and if the Confederate Gene- 
tals had been better acquainted with the Nature of 
the Ground, he had run the Hazard of being entire- 
ly defeated. 

Affoon as the foremoft Portugueze Squadrons per- 
ceiv’d the Enemy, they moved with great Precipita- 
tion, to charge them Sword in Hand 3. but being on- 
ligd to march thro’ fome Fields full of Trees, they 
broke their Squadrons, and came up With the Ene- 
my in Diforder. The Conded’ Aguiar, who _com- 
manded the Enemies Rear, which confilted of their 
beft J ypepe, caufed feveral of his Squadrons to face 
about, and by their Firing added to the Confufion o 
the moft forward. of the Portugueze. Bur thofe who 
were to fupport the latter, coming up in time, an 
the Left-wing, which march’d clofe together, and in 
order of Ba ©, gaining upon the Enemies: Flank, 
whilft fome Musketeers, whom the Conde de Scura 
had thrown into the Wood, galled them, they had 
no other Thoughts than to retreat. Their hind- 
moft Troops were overthrown and defeated ; and 
all the reft of their Cavalry march’d with great 
Precipitation and Diférder, near, five Leagues ; 
for they did not ftop or face about till they came 
to Airojo del Puerco, where the Duke of. Berwick 
encamp'd, but many of ‘his Men fled a great way 
further. The Enemy Jeft behind them about 50 
Men. kill’d, and as many Prifoners, among whom 
were Den Diezo Monroy, Marefchal- de<Camp (of 
Major-General) and the Conde de Canileros; re 
about

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about 150 Horfe. On the Portugueze fide, the Con- 


de de St. Vineento was kill’d, Colonel Machedo dange- 
roufly wounded, and about 30 Troopers kill’d or

wounded. After this Action the Troops enter’d Ay 


Brocas Sad becaufe there had: fallen a great deal of 
Rain, the Soldiers kindled Fires in feveral Places in 
order to dry themfelves, which occafion’d the burn- 
‘ing of fome Houfes, and the Deftruction of a great 
deal of Corn and Meal. The Confederate Army 
having refted the 8th at Brocas, and put a Garrifon 
of 400 Men in the Caftle, march’d the gth towards 
Alcantara.. The Duke of Benpick had, three Days 
before, thrown feven’ Battalions into that Place, 
which, with the three that were there already, made 
a Garrifon, at leaft, ;000 Men ftrong, and provided 
with Abundance of Artillery. 

The roth. in the Morning the Englifh Regiments 
of Blood and Wade very briskly avtack’d the Cons 
vent of St. Francis under the Fire of the Place; 
drove the Enemy from thence, taking about 20 Pri- 
foners, and lodgd and maintain’d themfelves in that 
Poft, tho’ with the Lof$ of about so Men kill’d and 
wounded ; and among the latter Colonel Wade 
himfelf, and Lieutenant Colonel de Harcourt. After 
this, the Generals and Ingeniers went to view the 
Place ; upon which Oeccafion the Conde d’Attelaja, 


Governor of Minko, was mortally wounded. The ay ga 
Conde de ta Corfona having that Day join’d the Army °45 * 


with the Artillery, Baggage and Provifions. and the 
reft of the Infantry, it wag refolv’d to open the Tren- 
ches, and erect Batterie#that very Evening: The 
Direction of the Siege being committed to Colonel 
Carles, "Five Battalions and 200 Horfe, under the 
command ofthe Marquis i/e Montandre fuftain'd 800 
Workmen, who in the Night made a Line deep e- 
nough tocover the Troops; and, at the fame time, 
they began to ereét a Battery of 132 Pieces of Can- 
non. ‘The Enemy made, during the whole Night, 
a great Fire with their Muskets, tho’ without any 
confiderable Execution. The 11th. about Noon, 
they made a vigorous Sally to recover the Convent 
of St. Francis, and obliged one of the two Portugueze 
Battalions that edendal that Poft, to abandon the 
fame, but the Regiment of Don Francis de Mello de- 
fended themfelves reget; and gave time to

Lyn Night between. the rath. and rath. the Conde de 
Sormany reliev’d the Trenches, and the Battery of 

@ 13 Pieces .was put in a condition to fire thenext 
Day ; when it did great Execution, as well as that of 

Mortars. The Englifo Battery, under the Com 
mand of Colonel Borgard, near the Convent of St. 
Francé , « which -batter’d , the Enemies. Works 
in Reverfe, .was alfo perfe&ted. The fame Day 
( 12th }e the Marquis de Fronteira paf3d the Tagus, 
with the Troops of Abeira, over.a Bridge of Boats, 
which was foon made up, notwithftanding the great 
Difficulties of the Ground : . But the Activity of the 
Marquis, and of the Conde de Soura, animated the 
Soldiers-to fach a degree,that they finifh’d thatBridge 
and another over the Alazen, fooner than was expect- 
ed; carried fome Pieces of Cannon over it, and took 
Poft with 6Battalions and fome Horfe, on the other 
fide of the Town of Alcantara. ‘Thus the Garrifon 
faw themfelves pent up, through their own Fault,for 
they. might have interrupted the laying of the 
Bridges over the two Rivers ;_ and afterwards have 
eafily withdrawn the Garrifon, before the Confede- 
rate Troops had poffefi'd themftlves of the Heights 
that command the Bridge of Alcantara. * The Villa- 
ges of Villa del Rey, Arroyo del Puerco, las Venta, !a 
Matta, la Matilla, Villas, and others, fubmitted very 
willingly to the Allies, andfurnifh’d them with fome 
Provifions. “The Marqui§ de, Fronteira fent a De- 
tachméntto Tetouin, which Place, having'refufed-to 
declare for the Confederates was immediatély plun- 
der'd. The Night between the 13th. and 14th, Ma- 
jor General Lieyd mounted the Trenches with four 
Battalions, Engii/> and Dutch. The Enemy feeing 
the Execution of the Batteries demanded to capitu- 
late; whereupon Hoftages were exchang’d, but as 
they infifted upon honourable and advantageous Con- 
ditions, they were told, that they ought to expect 
no other,, than to be made Prifoners of War;. tho’ 
with this Advantage, That all thofe who fhould be 
willing toenter themfelves in King Charles the third’s 
Service, fhould be entertain’d on the fame Foot, 
and in the fame Employments: they had undér the 
Duke of Anju. Upon their Refufal of thefe Terms, 
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great deal‘of Mifchief, and theAllies erected another 


Battery, on the other lide the River, from*whence ur 


they fired into the Streets, and Places of the City. 
The Breach growing wider and wider, the Confede- 
rate Generals thought fitto fummon the Garrifon be- 
fore they gave the Affault. The Conde de Taroca, 
who was fent into the Town for that purpofe, decla- 
red to the Governor, that the Breach being practi- 
cable, and no Relief to be expected, he old not, 
according to the Rules of War, hope for Quarters 
if he ftood a Storm, but that if the Garrifon fur- 
rendred’ Prifoners of, War, they fhould have all the 
kind Treatment and Favour fhewn them, that could 
in Reafon, be granted to brave Men, whom the 
Allies expected fhortly.to be their Friends. After 
fome Difputes among themfelves, they agreed to fur- 
render upon thofe ‘Terms ; whereupon the Conde de 
Taroca, who was empowered totreat, figned’the fol- 
lowing Articles.

Thefe Articles were perform’d with all the Punc- 
tuality imaginable, and that Day about 2 inthe Af- 
ternoon Major General O-Fare/, who commanded in 
the Trenches, caufed Poffleflion to be taken of one 
of the Gates, and of the’ Breach 

The 16th the Garrifon went out at the Breach, 
according to the Capitulation : It confifted of one 
Battalion. o£ Spanifoh Guards, commanded by the 
Marauis d@’ Altona, and making 776 Men ; and nine

mada, 288 Men; Palomino, 228 ; Borafchero, 204 ; 
Don Pedro de Caftre, 196; Balthafar Prado, 1843 Mal-

quis de Taracloufa, 128 ; and that of Don Diego d’A- 


LAr vila, 220 5 befides.a Detachment of 750 Men, with 


the Baggage, in all 3282 Men, without including 
the Officers ; the whole commanded by Don Miguel 
de Guafco, Marefchal de Camp, and Don Diego d’A- 
vila, Brigadier. Thefe Troops were in very good 
condition, * well Cloath’d, and well Arm’d; and 
twas a great Stroke, thus to ruin, in fo little a time, 
and with fuch inconfiderable Lofs, the third part 
of the whole Spanifh Infantry. However, it muft be 
own’d in their Favour, that ‘twas not poffible for 
them, either to defend the Breach, or to make any 
Retrenchment or Coupure behind it ; for the Batte 
ries of the Allies, both of Cannon and Mortars were 
fo well ferv’d,that in 3 days time, they either killd or 
difabled 500 Men of the Garrifon. They found in the 
Place 47 pieces of Brafs Cannon ; 17 pieces of Iron; 
sooo Muskets, or Fire-L6cks, 200 Quintals, or Bar- 
rels*of Gunpowder ; 1800 Boxes of fmall Shot; 
15Q0 great Shot ; fix Mortars, 800. Bombs, 2000 
Moyes ‘ot Flower, (being 10000 Pound weight; } 
4000 Moyes of Rye ; 200 Pipes of ‘Wine; 150 
Pipes of Oyl ; 12000 new entire’ Suits for Soldiers, 
defign’d for the Spanifh Army; andgbove 200 cropt 
Horfes. ‘The roth the Marquis de Fronteira march d 
with the Body under his Command to Moralejc, 
which. he cauféd tobe attack’d by the Conde de * 
Soura. The Garrifon, confifting of 409. Men, un- 
der a French Governor, defended themifelves,.an 
made agreat Fire for two days, but the third they 
furrendred Prifoners of War. ‘The next day, being 
theagd day of April, Coria furrendred to Don Fuan 
d’ Atayda, whereupon the Marquis deFronteira march’d 
totake poffeffionof that Town, and fecure the Ma- 
gazines ; and arrived there juft in the time that 
Monfieur Feoffreville was advancing that way with 12

But this Speech was notable to ftir the flegmatick 
Humours of the Spaniards, or put them befides their

The 20th the Confederate Army pafs’d the Tagu 
over the Bridge at Alcantara, and came to encamp at 
Pedra Alvas: The Duke of Berwick perceiving, that 
they bent their March towards Coria and Placentia, 
pafs'd the Tagus, at the Bridge of Canavercl, 
and drew eight Battalions and twelve pieces of Can- 
non out of Badajox, ordering them to march to the 
Bridge of Almaras, and caufing them to be reinforce’d 
by the Battalion of Chaves, and fome Militia. He 
came himfelf the 24th to Placentia, with his Caval- 
ry; andthe — os the er sosaane arriv'd 
at Coria, an Epifcopal City furrounded wit 
good Walls. All the Gallery round ened 
the Inhabitants of the Mountain of Gata, which 
abounds with Wine, Oyl and Carrle, came in to fub- 
mit ; but nothing was exacted from them, but that 
they fhould remain Faithful to King Charles IIl. 
which they readily promis’d. The Army eee

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from Coria the 26th, and went to encamp in a fine 
Plain on the Road to: Placentia, near the Banks of 


the River Alagon. “The 27th they moved to Gallifteo, UAyNY 


a little Town, fituate.on an Eminence, with pretty 
good Walls, and a Caftle belonging to the Conde 
of that Name. _ Befote they came to this Place, they 
detach’d 600 Horfe to furprize a Guard, which the 
Enemy kept upon them. to obferve their Motions ; 
but, upon fight of this Detachment; the Guard re- 
tired, afid only fome few of them were made Prifo- 


ners. 

The 28th the Confederate Army nioved, and en- 
camp’d at Placentia, where the chief Care of the Ge- 
nerals Was to caufé Provilions to be gather’din, Corn 
ground, and Ovens erected, the Enemy having de- 
{troy’d their Magazines.of Corn, Meal and Oates; 
and. the Bifhop, the Corregidor, and fome of the 
chief Inhabirants, left the Place, and’ follow’d the 
Duke ‘of Berwick, . 

Here a Council of _War was held, about the 
further Operations of the Campaign: All the Fo- 
reign Generals were orvthiche of Opinion, to 
proceed directly towards: Madrid; but the Portu- 
guexe Generals fhew’d fome Reluctancy to advance 
fo far into Spain, without. having more certain Ac- 
counts of the condition of King Charles’s Affairs, 
particularly of the Siege of Barcelona. » However, 
the Duke of Berwick, being but four Leagues from 
thence, intrenching himfelf before the Fords of the 
River Tietar, with all. the ‘Troops he had been able 
to affemble, it wasunanimouily refolv’d to march 
and fight him, if he continued Fortifying that 
Camp. Accordingly, on the 1{t of May, they broke 
up from before: Placentia, and march’d dire@lly to 
La Venta Mazagona, -As {oon asthe Enemy perceiv’d 
the Motions of the Confederate Army, they caus’d 
their Baggage, and afterwards their Foot to march 
off.

Rate were laid up, and the defign of Landing in 
France laid afide. Hereupon the Marquis de Guif- 
card and the Lord Mordaunt left the Fleet, which on 
the rft of O&ober failed for Lzbon with the Land- 
Forces. However, this great Armament had this 
good Effect, that it kept the Coafts of Normandy, 
Brittany, Poitou, Xaintonge and Guienre in perpetual

The Union has been long Defired ly both Nations, 
and We fhall Efteem it as the greateft Glory of Our 
Reign to have it now Perfected, being fully Perfwaded, 
That it muft prove the greateft Happinefs of Our

An intire and perfet Union will be the folid Founda-

1676, and fucceeded his Father Richard Earl of 
Dorler, whofe Father was Edward Lord Chamberlain to 
the Queen; and this Richard, the Son of Rolert, the Son 
Of Thomas, the firft Earl of Dorfer ; fo chat Charles was the 
Sixth Earl in Defcent. Upon the Revolution in 168%, 
he was made Lord Chamberlain of the Houfhold to 
King A” Liam TTT. Ile kad the Honour and Truft of be- 
ing ‘conttiruted one of the Lords Juftices of Encland in 
1695, 1696, 1697 and 1698: He refigned the Office of 
Lord Chamberlain of the Houfhold in 1697; yet upon 
advantageous Terms, and was fucceeded therein by rhe 
Earl of Sunderland.

of all Charges, as the Quota of Scotland to fuch Tax, 
and fo proportionably for any greater or leffer Sum 
taifed in England, by any Tax on Land, and other 
Things ufually charged, together with the Land, 
and that fuch Quota for Scot/and, in the Cafes afore- 
faid, be raifed and colleéted in the fame manner as 
the Cefs now is in-Scotland, but fubje& to fuch Re- 
gulations in the manner of Colleéting, as fhall be 
nrade by the Parliament of Great-Britain. 

X. That during the Continuance of the refpective 
Duties on Stamp’d Paper, Vellom and Parchment, 
by the feveral Acts now in force in England, Scot- 
land fhall not be charged with the fame refpedtive 
Duties. 

XI. That during the Continuance of the Duties 
payable in England on Windows and Lights, which 
determine on the Firlt Day of Auguft, 1710. Scotland 
{hall not be chargedawith the fame Duties. 

XII. That during the Continuance of the Duties 
payable in Exgland on Coals, Culm and Cynders, 
which determines the 30th Day of September, 1710- 
Scotland fhall not be charged therewith for Coals, 
Culm and Cynders confumed there, but fhall 
charged with the fame Duties asin England for all 
Coal, Culm and Cynders not confumed in cuir 
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XIII. That during the Continuance of the Duty U-y~. 


payable in England on Malt, which determines the 
the 24th Day of Fume, 1707. Scotland {hall nor be 
charged with that Dury. 

XIV. That the Kingdom of Seer/end be not char- 
ged with any other Duties laid on by the Parliament 
of England before the Union, except rhofe confented 
to inthis Treaty ; in regard it is agreed, That all ne- 
ceflary Provifion fhalk be made by the’Parliament of 
Scotland, for the publick Charge and Service of that 
Kingdom for the Year 1707. Provided neverthele/s, 
Thar if the Parliament d England {hall think fit to 
lay any further Impofitions, by way of Cuftoms, or 
fuch Excifes; with which, by Virtue of this Treaty, 
Scotland is to be chatg’d equally with Englend34n 
fuch cafe, Scotland fhall be liable to the fame Cuftoms 
and Excifes and have an Equivalent tobe fétrled. by 
the Parliament of Great-Britain. And f{eeing i can- 
not be fuppos’d, that the Parliament of Great-Brs- 
tain will ever lay any forts of Burthens upon the 
United Kingdom, but whar they fhall-fnd of necef- 
firy, at that time, forthe Prefervation and Good of 
the Whole; And with due regard to the Circum- 
{tances and Abilities of every part of the United 
Kingdom ; Therefare, Is is agreed, That there be 
no further Exemption infifted on forany part of 
the United Kingdom, burt that the Confideration 
of any Exemptions beyond what are already agreed 
onin this Treaty, fhail be left to the Determination 
of the Parliament of Great. Britain. 

XV. Whereas by the Terms of this Treaty, the 
Subjects of Scotland, for preferving an Equality ol 
Trade throughout the uniced Kingdom, will be lia- 
ble to feveral Cultoms, and Excifes now payable in 
England, which will be appkcable towards Paymeot 
of the Debts of England, contraéted before the Uni- 
on ; It is agreed, ‘What Scotland fhall have an Equi- 
valent for what the Subjects thercof fhall be charg’d, 
towards payment of the faid Debts of Ang/and, in all 
Particulars whatfoever, in manner following, ##. 
That before the Union Of the faid Kingdoms, the 
Sum of three bundred, ninety eight thoufand, and 
eighty five Pounds ten Shillings, be granted ro her 
Majetty by the Parliament of England, for the Ules 
after-mention’d, being the Equivalent, to " - 
wer 
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fwer'd to Scotland, for fach parts of the faid Cuftome 
and Excifes upon all excifeable Liquors, with which 
that Kingdom is to be charg’d upon the Union, ag 
will be applicable to the payment of the faid Debts 
of England, accordingto the Proportions which the 
prefent Cuftoms iff Scotland, being thirty thoufand 
Pounds per Annum, do bear to the Cuftoms in Eng. 
and, computed at ome Million, three hundred forty 
one thoufand, five hundred and fifty nine Pounds 
per Annum : And which the prefent Excifes on excifes 
able Liquors in Scotland, being thirty three thou- 
fand and five hundred Pounds per Annum, do bear to 
the Excifes on excifeable Liquors in England, com- 
sputed at Nine hundred, torry feven thoufand, fix 
undred and two Pounds per Annum ; which Sum of 
three hundred, ninety eight thoufand, eighty five 
Poundsten Shillings, fhall be due, and payable from 
thetimeof the Union: And in régard, that after the 
Union, Scotland becoming liable to the fame Cuftoms 
and Duties payable on Import and Export, and to 
the fame Excifes on all Excifeable Liquors, as in 
England, as well upon that account, as upon the ac- 
count of the Encreafe of Trade and People, (which 
will be the happy Confequence of the Uaion) the 
faid Revenues will much improve beyond the before- 
mention’d Annual Values thereof, of which no pre- 
fent Eftimate can be made; yer, neverthelefs, for the 
Reafons aforefaid, there ought to be a proportiona- 
ble Equivalent anfwer’d to Scotland; It is agreed, 
‘That after the Union, there fhail be an Account 
kept of the faid Duties arifing in Scotland, to the end 
it may appear, what ought to be anfwer’d to Scot- 
land, ag an Equivalent for fuch Proportion of the faid 
Encreafe, as fhall be applicable to the Payment of 
the Debtsof England. And for the further, and more 
effeftual anfwering the feveral Ends hereafter. men- 
tion’d, itis agreed, ‘That, from and afrer the Union, 
the whole Encreafe of the Revenues of Cuftoms, and 
Duties cn Import and Export, and Excife upon Ex- 
cifeable Liquors in Scotland, over and above the An- 
nual Produce of the faid refpe€tive Duties, as above 
ftated, fhall go, and be “apply’d, for the Term of 
Seven Years, to.the Ufes hereafter-mention’d : A 
thar, upon the faid Account, there fhall be anfwer'é 


to Scotland, annually, from the end of feven Years 
eth airer 
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after the Union, an Equivalent in proportion to fuch “WY 


part of the faid Encreafe, as fhall be applicable to 
the Debts of Eng/and, 

And whereas, frém the expiration of Seven Years 
after the Union, Scotland is to be liable to the fame 
Duties for Salt made im $corland, as fhall be then 
payable for Salt made ih England ; It isagreed, That 
when fuch Duties take place there, an Equivalent 
{hall be Anfwer’d to Scotiand for fuch part thereof, 
as {hall be apply’d towards payment ok te Debts of 
England ; Of which Dutiesan Account fhall be kepr, 
tothe end it may appear, what isto be Anfwer'd to 
Scotland as the faid Equivalent. And génerally, 
That an Equivalent fhall be Anfwer’d to Scotland, 
for fuch parts of the Englifh Debts, as Scotland may 
hereafter become liable co pay, by Reafon of the 
Union, other than fuch for which Appropriations 
have been made by Parliament in England, of the 
Cultoms, or other Duties on Export and Import, 
Excifes on all Excifeable Liquors,or Salt,in refpeé of 
which Debts, Equivalents are herein before provided. 
And as for the Ufes, to which the faid Sum of three 
hundred, ninety eight thoufand, eighty five Pounds 
ten Shillings, to be granted as aforefaid, and all other 
Monies which are to be Anfwer’d or Allowed to 
Scotland as aforefaid, It is agreed, That out of the faid 
Sum of three hundred, ninety eight thoufand, eighzy 
tive Pounds, ten Shillings, all the Publick Debts of the 
Kingdom of Scotland, and alfothe Capital Stock, or 
Fund of the 4frican and Indian Companies of Scor- 
land advane’d, together with the lotereft for the {aid 
Capital Stock, after the Rate of Five Pounds per Cenr, 
per Annum, trom the refpeétive Times of the Pay- 
ment thereof, fhall be paid. Upon Payment of which 
Capital Stock and Intereft, Is # agreed, The faid 
Company be Diffolv’d and Ceafé, and alfo, That 
trom the Time of Paffing the Act of Parliament in 
England, for Raifing the faid Sum of Three hun- 
deed ninety eight thoufand, eighty hve Pounds, ten 
Shillings, the faid Company fhall neither Trade, 
nor grant Licenfe to Trade. And as to the Overs 
plus of the faid Sum of Three hundred, ninety 
cight thoufand, eighty five Pounds, ten Shillings, 
after the payment of.the faid: Déebrs of the King- 
éom of Scotland, atid the faid Cspital Stock and

Revenues of Cuftoms, Duties and Excifes, above the 
prefent Value, which fhall arife in Scotland, during 
the faid Term of Seven Years, together with the 
Equivalent which fhall become due, upon account 
of the Improvement thereof in Scotland after the faid 
Term: And alfo, as to all other Sums, which, ac- 
cording to the Agreements aforefaid, may become 
payable to Scotland, by way of Equivalent, for 
what that Kingdom fhail hereafter become liable 
towards payment ot the Debts of England; It is 
agreed, ‘That the fame may be applied in manner 
following, viz. That out of the fame, what Confide. 
rations fhall be found neceflary to be had for any 
Lofies which private Perfons may fuftain, by re- 
ducing the Coin of Scotland, to the Standard and Va- 
Jue of the Coin of England, may be made good: 
And afterwards the fame fhall be wholly applied to- 
wards encouraging and promoting the Fifheries, and 
fuch other Manufaétorics and Improvements in Scot- 
land, as may moft conduce to the general Good of 
the united Kingdom. And it ss agreed, That Her 
Majelty be impowered to appoint Commithoners, 
who fhall be accountable to the Parliament of Great- 
Britain, for difpofing the faid Sym of Three hun- 
dred, ninety eight thoufand, eighty five Pounds, 
ten Shillings, and all other Monies which fhall arife 
to Scotland, upon the Agreements aforefaid, to the 
Purpofes before-mention’d: Which Commitioners 
fhall be impowered to call for, Receive, and Difpole 
of the faid Monies in manner aforefaid. and to 1n- 
fpeét the Books of the feveral Colleétors of the faid 
Revenues, and of all other Duties, from whence ao 
Equivalent may arife: And that the Colleétors and 
Managers of the faid Revenues and Duties be ob- 
liged to give to the faid Commiflioners, fubfcrib’d 
Authentick Abbreviates of the Produce of fuch Re- 
venues and Duties arifing in their refpeétive Diftiats: 
And that the {aid Commiffioners fhall have then 
Office within the Limits of Scotland, and fhall, i 
fuch Office, keep Books, containing Accounts of the 
Amount of the Equivalents, and how the fame ib 
have been difpofed of from Time to Time, whtielt 
may be infpected by any of the Subjects who 
defire the fame. “<VI, 
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XVI. That from and after the Union, the Coin iU-yndv 


fhail be of the fame Standard and Vulue throughout 
the United Kingdom, as now in England, and a Mint 
fhall be continued in Scot/and, under the fame Rules 
asthe Mint in England, fubjeét to fuch Regulations 
as Her Majefty, Her Heirs or Succeflors, or the 
Parliament of Great- Britain, {hall think fir. 

XVII. That from and after the Union, the fame 
Weights and Meafures fhall be ufed throughout the 
United Kingdom, as are now Eftablifhed in Eng- 
land; and Standards of Weights and Meafures fhall 
be kept by thofe Burroughs in Scotland, to whom the 
keeping the Standards of Weights and Meafures, 
now in ufe there, does of fpecial Right belong. All 
which Standards fhall be fent down to fuch re- 
{peGtive Burroughs from the Standards kept in the 
Exchequer at Wefiminfter, fubje&t neverthelefs to fuch 
Regulations as the Parliament of Great-Brisain fhall 
think fir. 

XVII. Tinat the Laws concerning Regulation of 
Trade, Cuftoms, and fuch Excifes, ro which Scor- 
land is, by vertue of this Treaty, to be liable, be 
the fame in Scotland, from and after the Union, as in 
England; and that all other Laws in Ufe within the 
Kingdom of Scot/and, do after the Union, and not- 
withftanding thereof, remain in the fame Force as 

efore, ( except fuch as are contrary to, or incon- 
fiftent with the Terms of this Treaty) but alterable 
by the Parliament of Great Britain, with this Difle- 
rence betwixt the Laws concerning Publick Right, 
Policy, and Civil Government, and thofe which 
concern Private Right ; That the Laws which con- 
cern the Publick Right, Policy, and Civil Go- 
vernment, may be made the fame throughout the 
whole United Kingdom; but that no Alteration 
be made in Laws which concern Private Right, 
except for evident Utility of the Subjects wishin 
Scotland. 

XIX. That the Court of Seffion, or College of 
Juftice, do after the Union, and notwiibftanding 
thereof, remain in all time coming within Scotland, 
as it isnow Conftituted by the Laws of that King- 
dom, and with the fame Authority and Privileges as 
before the Union, fubject neverthelefs to fuch Re- 
gulations for the better Adminiftration of Juftice. as

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Uw fhall be made by the Parliament of Great-Britain’ 








And that the Court of Jufticiary, do alfo after tha 
Union, and notwithftanding thereof, remain in all 
time coming within Scotland, as it is now conftituted 
by the Lawsof that Kingdom, and with the fame 
Authority and Privileges as before the Union, fubje& 
neverthelefs to fuch Regulations as fhall be made by 
the Parliament of Great-Britain, and without preju: 
dice of other Rights of jufticiary; And that all ad. 
miralty Fudifdiions be under the Lord High Admiral, 
or Commiffioners tor the Admiralty of Great-Britain, 
for the time being; And that the Court of Admiralty 
now Eftablifh’d in Scotland, be continued, and that 
all Reviews, Reduétions, or Sufpenfions, of the Sen. 
tefice3 in Maritime Cafes, competent to the Jurif- 
dition of that Court, remain in the fame manner af. 
ter the Uniog, as now in Scorland, until the Parlia- 
ment of Great-Britain fhall make fuch Regulations 
and Alterations, as fhall be judg’d Expedient for the 
whole United Kingdom, {fo as nen be always con- 
tinued in Scotland, a Court of Admiralty, fuch as isin 
England, fot Determination of all Maritime Cafes 
telating to Private Rights in Sco¢land, competent to 
the JurifdiGtion of the Admirdity Court, fubjeé never- 
thelefs to fuch Regulations and Alterations, as fhall 
be thought proper to be made by the Parliament of 
Great-Britain; And that the Heretable Rights of 
Admiralty and Vice- Admiralties in Scotland, be Re- 
ferved to the Refpective Proprietors as Rights of Pro- 
perty, fubject neverthelefs as to the manner of Exer. 
cifing fuch HerétableRights, to fuch Regulations and 
Alterations, as fhall be thought proper to be made by 
the Parliament of Great-Britain: and that all other 
Courts now in Being within the Kingdom ot Scotland 
doremain, but {ubject toAlterations by the Parliament 
of Great-Britain ; And that all inferior Courts within 
the faid Limits do remain Subordinate, as they are

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Execution of the fame ; And that there be a Court of Us~ru 


Exchequer itt Scotland, after the Uaion, for Deciding 
Queftions concerning the Revenues of Cultoms and 
Excifes there, having the fame Power and Authori- 
ty in fuch Cafes, as the Court of Exchequer has in 
England; and that the faid Court of Exchequer in 
Scotland have Power of Paifling Signatures, Gifts, 
Tutories, and in other Things, as the Court of Ex- 
chequer at prefent in Scotland hath; And thatthe Court 
of Exchequer that now is in Scotland, do remain; 
untila new Court of Exchequer be fetrled by the 
Parliament of Great Britain in Scotland after the 
Union ; And.that, after the Union, the Queen’s Ma- 
jefty, and Her Royal Succeflors, may continue a 
Privy-Council in Scotland, for preferving of publick 
Peace and Order, until the Parliament of Greae- 
Britain {hall think fit to alter it, or eftablith any other 
effe&tual Method for that End. 

XX. That all Heretable Offices, Heretable Jurif- 
ditions, Offices for Life, and Jurifdiétions for Life, 
be referved to the Owners thereof, as Rights of Pro- 
perty, inthe fame manner as they are now enjoyed 
by the Laws of Scorland, notwithftanding of this 
Treaty, 

XXI. That the Rights and Privileges of the Royat 
Burroughs in Scotland as they now are, do remain in- 
tire after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof. 

XXIL That by virrue of this Treaty of the Peers 
of Scotland, at the time of the Union, Sixteen fhall 
be the Number to Sit and Vote in the Houfe of Lords, 
and Forty-five the Number of the Repreféntatives of 
Scotland in the Houfe of Commons of the Parliament of 
Great-Britain ; And that when Her Majefty, Her 
Heirs or Succeffors, fhall declare Her at their plea- 
fure, for holding thé firft or any fubfequent Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhall make further Provifion therein, a Writ 
do iffue under the Great Seal of the United Kingdom, 
dire&ted to the Privy-Council of Scotland, command- 
ing i gy to caufeSixteen Peers, who are to fit in the 
Houfe of Lords, to be fummoned to Parliament, and 
Forty five Members to be Eleéted to fit in the Houfe 
of Commons of rhe Parliament’ of Great Britain, ac- 
cording to the Agreement in this Treaty, in fuch 
manner as by the —— Scotland fhall be fec- 


, 
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fons fo fummon’d and elected fhall be returned by the 
Priv y-Council of Scotland, intothe Court from whence 
the faid Writ did Iffue. And that if Her Majefty, on, 
or before the firft Day of May next, on which Day the 
Union is to take Place, fhall declare under the Great ’ 
Seal of England, that itis Expedient, that the Lords 
of the Parliament of England, and Commons of the 
refent Parliament of England, fhould be the Mem- 
a of the refpeétive Houfes of the firft Parliament 
of Great Britain, for, and on the part of England, then 
the faid Lords of Parliament of England, and Com- 
mons of the prefent Parliament of England, fhall be 
the Members of the refpective Houfes of the firft Par- 
liament of Great Britain, for, and on the part ofiEng- 
land. And Her Majefty may, by Her Royal Procla- 
mation, under the Great Seal of Great Britain, ap- 
point the faid firft Parliament of Great Britain, to 
meet at fuch Time and Place as Her Majefty fhall 
think fit, which time fhall not be lefs than fifty Days 
after the Date of fuch Proclamation, and the Time 
and Place of the Meeting of fuch Parliament being fo 
appointed, a Writ fhall be immediately iflued under 
the Great Seal of Great Britain, directed to the Privy- 
Council of Scotland, tor the Summoning the 16 Peers, 
and for ele&ting 4s Members, by whom Scotland 1s to 
be reprefented in the Parliament of Great Britain: 
And the Lords of Parliament of England, and the 16 
Peers of Scotland, fuch 16 Peers being fummoned and 
return’d in the manner agreed inthis Treaty; An 
the Members of the Houfe of Commons of the faid 
Parliament of England, and the 45 Members for 
Scotland, fuch 45 Members being elctted and return’d 
in the manner agreed in this Treaty, thall aflemble 
and meetrefpedtively in their refpective Houfes of the 
Parliament of Great Britain, at fuch Time and Place 
as fhall be fo appointed by Her Majefty, and fhall be 
the two Houfesof the firft Parliament of Great Britain, 
and that Parliament may continue for fuch time only 
as the prefent Parliament of ‘ngland might have 
continued, if the Union of the two Kingdoms had not 
been made, unlefs fooner diflolved by Her Majefty, 
And that every one of the Lords of Parliament © 
Great Britain, and every Member of the Houfe of 
Commons of the Parliament of Great Britain oe 
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by an Ad of Parliament made in England; in the 
Firft Year of the Reign of the tare King /?%4iam 
and Queen Mary, Entituled, An Ag for the Abro- 
gating of the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance, and 
Appointing other Oaths, and make, fubfcribe, and 
audibly repeat the Declaration mentioned in an Aét 
of Parliament made in Englandinthe Thirticth Year 
of the Reign of King Charlesthe Second, Entiruled, 
An Aét for the more effetiual preferving the King’s Perfon 
and Government, by difabling Papifts from fitting in either 
Houle of Parliament, and {hall take and fubfcribe the 
Oath mentioned in an Act of Parliament made in 
England, in the Firft Year of Her Majefty’s Reign, 
Entituled, An Aé to declare tie Alterations in the Oath 
appointed to be takenby the Ad, Entituled, An AG for 
the further Security of His Majefty's Perfon, and the Suc- 
ceffion of the Crown in the Protcflant Line, and for Ex- 
tinguifhing the Hopes of the pretended Prince of Wales, 
and al! other Pretenders, and their open and fecret Abettors, 
and for Declaring the Affociation to be derermin’d at 


fuch a time, and in fuch manner, as the Members of 


both Houfes of Parliament of England are, by the faid 
re(pective Acts, direéted to tuke, make, and fubfcribe 
the fame, upon the Penalties and Difabilities in the 
faid re{pe&tive A&ts contain’d. And it is declar’d and 
Agreed, that thefe Words, This Realm, the Crown of 
this Realm, and the Queen of this Realm, mentioned in 
the Oaths and Declaration conrain’d in the atorefaid 
Ads, which were intended to fignify the Crown and 
Realmof England, fhallbe underltood of the Cromz 
and Realm of Great Britain; And that, inrhat Senfe 
the faid Oaths and Declaration be taken and fubfcibed, 
by the Members of both Houfes of the Parliament of 
Great Britain. 

XXIII. That the forefaid Sixteen Peers of Scorland, 
mentioned in the laft preceding Article, to fit in the 
Houfe' of Lords of the Parliament of Creat. Britain, 
fhall have all Privileges of Parliamenr, which the 
Peers of England now have, and which they, or any 
Peers of Great-Britain, fhall have after the Union; 
and particularly the Right e firting upon the Tryals

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Firft, and all fucceeding Parliaments of Great Britain, ~Yw 
until the Parliament of Great Britain fhall otherways 
direét, fhall take the refpeétive Oaths appointed to be 
taken inftead of che Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
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U-v~ of Peers: And in cafe of the Tryal of any Peer, in 





time of Adjournment or Prorogation of Parliament, 
the faid Sixteen Peers {hall be fummon’d in the fame 
manner, and have the fame Powers and Privilegesat 
fuch Tryal, as any other Peers of Great. Britain: And 
that, in cafe any T ryals of Peers fhould hereafter hap. 
pen, when there is no Parliament in being, the Six. 
teen Peers of Scotland, who fate in the Jaft preceding 
Parliament, fhall be fammon’d inthe fame manner, 
and have the fame Powersand Privileges at fuch Try- 
als, asany other Peers of Greate Britain; And that all 
Peers of Scotland, and their Succeflors to their Ho- 
nours and Dignities, fhall, from and after the U. 
nion, be Peers of Great-Brétain, and have Rank and 
Precedency next, and immediately after the Peers 
of the like Orders and Degrees in England at the 
time of the Union, and before all Peers of Great-Bri- 
tain, of the like Orders and Degrees who may ‘be 
Created atter the Union, and fhall be try’d as Peers 
of Great-Britain, and fhall enjoy all Privileges ot Peers 
as fully asthe Peers of England do now, or as they or 
any other Peers of Great-Britain may hereafter enjoy 
the fame, except the Rightand Privilege of farting in 
the Houfe of Lords, and the Privileges depending 
thereon, and particularly the Right of fitting upon 
the Tryals of Peers. 

XXIV. That from and after the Union, there be 
one Great Seal for the United Kingdom of Greae-Bri- 
tain, which fhall be different from the Great Seal 
now us‘d in either Kingdom ; and that the quartering 
the Armsas may belt {ute the Union, be left to Her 
Majefty: And that in the mean time, the Great 
Seal ot England be us’d as the Great Seal of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom ; and that rhe. Great Seal of the United 
Kingdom, be us’d for fealing Writs to Ele&t and Sum- 
mon the Parliament of Great-Britain, and for fealing 
all Treaties with Foreign Princes and States, and all 
publick Aéts, Inftruments and Orders of States.which 
concern the whole United Kingdom, and imall other 
Matters relating to England, as the Great Seal of Eug- 
land is now us’d ; and that a Sealin Scotland after the 
Union be always kept, and made ufe afin all ‘things 
relating to private Rights or Grants, which have ufu-

* Wedne{day, Fanuary the 2d, being the firft day of

* Houfe could not be formed till about three, and 
“that with great Trouble and Difficulty ro the at. 
‘trending Members: The Houfe being complear, 
* 6 Members, who had receiv’d the Sacrament. Qua- 
“ lified themfelves by taking the Oaths and Teft; 
* which being done, other Membirs were call’d on 
*to qualify: Three only appear’d ready, which 
* would not make a qualify’d Houfe, if they had 
* been qualified ; therefore others were told, if they 
‘would qualify, it mutt be prefently, elfe the time 
* was fo near elaps’d, that they could not do it thar’ 
* Day : Some hereupon rais’d Scruples, efpecially 
“the Coditon-County Men, who faid. they could not 
* fee, how they could quatify themfelves either way ; 
* for Publick-Church or Church Minifter, they had 
© none inthe County, and the Minifter at Town, if 
© they had come before the Seflion, had declared in 
‘his Pulpit, be could not adminifter, by reafon of a 
‘.weaknefs in his Hands: And although they had 
* been bred up in the Profeilion of- the Church of 
England, and are ftill Members thereof, and bad of real 
choice rather worflip God, according to the Rites of that 
Church, than any other Way, yet for want of that Wot- 
foip, they have fometimes attended at the Diffenters 
Meetings, as they thought it their, Duty, rather than 
wholly negle& the Publick Worflip of God ; and how they 
could then fafely Swear, they ufually frequented the Church 
of England, when they bad been oftner at other Churches, 
they wanted to be fatisfied: * “Ihe time for qualifying 
‘for that ‘day, being thus expeéted, the Houfe ad- 
* journ’d to Friday 9th Mane. 

* Friday before the Houfe met : A Report was (in- 
‘duftrioufly, as isbeliev’d) fpread to difcourage the

“go J. per Man, for adjourning before they were qua- 
‘tified, which none of the Members ever thought 
. before, there being no time mention’d for Qualify- 
ing; and the laft Affembly, and ome others, ha- 

ving fat without taking any Oaths, and they were 

wholly unacguainted with thefe; notwith{tanding 
* moft of the Members met that attended the day 
* before, &c, H-.-w and H.--g---» were added to the 
. Number, ‘and offered to qualify: Bus sae 
7 co 
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eoming with a Meflage; the Houfe atrerided the U-~yNi 


Governor, who told them, They were building on 4 
wrong Foundation, and the Superftrufture would never 
faud ; for they had diffole’d themfelves by Adjourning, 
before there was a competent Number of Members quals- 
fied to Adjourn, and he eould not diffolve them if ke 
would, they mot being a Houfe. Ad chis, he laid, he 
huew very well, as being himfelf for many Years, a Mem- 
ber of the Kioufe of Commons in England ; and therefore, 
ase was their Head, be would advife them, to go back 
no more to the Houfe, but go every Man about his own 
Bujine/s : For, faid he, if you fhould perfift in fitting 


and making Laws, befides the Incurring the Penalties of 


the Aék, the Laws would be of no Force, if he [hould ra- 
tifie them, and no Lody would obey them, and the next 
Allembly would repeal them, &c. Some, however, 
delired the Members to keep together, and the 
Opeaker to take the Chair, but he would not come 
near it; butfome went one way, fome another, till 
none were left. 

It being to no Purpofe to chufe a new Speaker, 
without the Governor’s Direétion ; they fent Two 
Members for the Speaker already chofen, and defired 
him totake the Chair, thatthey might qualifre Mem- 
bers; but he urterly refufed, unlefs two Members 
would go withhim ro the Governor, and he fhould ad- 
vife him to it, and fhould promife toratife fuch Acts, 
as we fhould make, { which he was affur’d he would 
not do.) He was told, there could be no danger in 
qualifying of Members, and if that was done, they 
could fafely debate, and put it to the Vote, whether 
we were diffolv’d, or no, but he again utterly refus‘d. 
Governor .and Council difowning, the Speaker 
leaving the Houfe, and HW. g---m conceiving it was 
difolw’d, the Houfe difperfedgand never met more ; 
and it did not alittle aggravate the Difturbance of 
iome, that fo great an Inclination to dilfoive them,

Articles of the Treaty of Peace, between the Kin 
of Sweden, and King Staniilaus of Poland, on 
the ome Part; and King Augultus Eleétor of 
Saxony, om the other Part. 


In the Name of the Holy Trinity, 


W Hereas while Poland was under the Obedience 
of the moft Serene and Potent Prince and 
Lord, Frederick Auguftus, King, and Eleétor ot 
Saxony, a cruel War broke out, which being carried 
on tillthis Seventh Year, has brought nor only on 
the Kingdoms of Sweden and Poland, but likewile on 
the Eleciorate of Saxony, various Troubles, Lofles 
and Calamities ; yet, in the mean time, Affairs gook 
fuch a ‘Turn, that the Republick of Poland, being 
rent into Divifions, eleéted the moft Serene and Po- 
tent Prince and Lord Sraniflaus the Firft, for their 
King; andto defend his Throne, made .an Afloc- 
ation with the moft Serene and Potent Prince and 
Lord Charlies the Xlith, King of Sweden: By Means 
whereof, though it appear’d likely the. Fiames of 
War would rage with greater Violence, and {pread 
more wide, yet it has happen’d, by the fingular 
Goodnefs of God, that the contending Princes and 
Kings conceiv'd in their Minds an earneft Defire of 
Peace, and concurr’d in mutual Wifhes, and En- 
deavours, to extinguifh the fatal Fire of this War. 
Herevpon-the following Minilters were appointed 
and commiiiion'’d, with Full Power, to tranfaé fo 
good a Work, that @§to fay, by his Sacred eae 
Majelty of Sweden, the moft liluftrious, moft 

cellent, and moit Noble Perfons, Charlies Count 
Piper, one of the Royal Senate, chief Marthal ot 
the Court, Councellor of the Royal Chancery, and 
Chancellor of the Univerhty of Up/ai, and M. Olaus 
Nermelinus Secretary of State ; by his Sacred Royal 
Majefty of Poland, as Confederate of his Sacred 
Royal Majefty of Sweden, the moft [lluftrious, molt 
Excellent, and moft Noble John Sraniflaus “— 
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Jablonowski, Palatine and General of the Territories U->y~y 


of Ruffia, and Alexander Paul Count Sapieba, chief 
Marthal of the great Dukedom of Lithuania; and 
on the Part of his Sacred Majetty arid Electoral Sere- 
nity, the moft Illuftrious, moft Excellent, and moft 
Noble Anthony Albrechs Baron of Imhof, Privy Coun- 
cellor, and Prefident of the Chamber, and M. George 
Ernefius Pfimfien, Privy Reterendarius (or Secretary:) 
Who aflembling in the Swedifb Camp, and having, 
in the due Form, exchang’d the In{truments of their 
Fuil Powers, concerted Matters fo far, that, by the 
Divine Atliftance, the long-with’d-for Peace may be 
reftor’d, and mutual Articles of Friendfhip agreed, 
of the following Tenour. 

Article 1. That there be a perpetual frm Peace, 
and fincere Friendfhip, between the moft Serene and 
moft Potent Prince and Lord, Charles the XIlth, by 
the Grace of God, Kingjof the Swedet, Goths and 
Vandals, Ge, and his Succetlors and furure Kings, the 
Kingdom of Sweden, and the Territories and Pro- 
vinces fubjeét to the fame ; as alfo the Confederate 
of his Sacred Royal Majelty of Sweden, the moft 
Serene and moft Potent Prince and Lord, Staniflaus 
the rft, by the Grace of God, King of Poland 
Great Duke of Lithuania, Se. and his Succeflors, an 
future Kings of Poland, and Great Dukes of Lithu- 
ania, andghe Territories and Provinces fubject to 
them, on the one Part. And the moft Serene and 
moft Porent Prince and Lord, Frederick Auguftus, by 
the Grace of God King, Hereditary Duke of Saxony, 
chief Marfhal, and Ele&tor of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire, Landgrave of Thuringia, Marquis of Mifnia 
and of the Upper and Lower Lw/atia, Burgrave of 
Magdebourg, Sc. and his Heirs and Succeftors on the 
other Part: That fo all Hoftilicy ceafing, neither 
Party may do any Damage, fécretly or openly, di- 
re&tly or indireétly, to the other, nor caufe ic to 
be done by otbers ; may attempt nothing to the Dil. 
advantage or Prejudice of the other; may give no 
Aiiiftance, under any Pretence whatfoever, to the 
Enemies of the other; nor make Alliances with 
others, contrary to this Pacification ; but that both 

arties may hold themfelves oblig’d, from hence- 
forward, to feek, and do what may concribute to 
the Honour and Profit of each other, and to obferve

Arepll. ‘That there be an eternal Oblivion of 
of all Damages which either: Party has fuftain’d. 
by reafon of this War: Neither of the Parties thal! 
reproach the other with any fore-paft AGtions, nor 
make any Profecution by open Force, or under co- 
four of Juftice : nor demand Satisfaction of the other 
oe Sums expended, or Damages fuffer’d in the 

Jar. 

q. No private Perfons fhall be allow’d to com. 
mence any Action for recovering Confifcations made 
during the War: WirhaSalvo, however, ‘tothe 
‘Tenour, and Force of the 6th. Article hereafter 
following. 

Art. lif; That the Root of this unhappy War, 
and of all Enmity may be pluck’d clear up, the 
mott-Serene Prince and Lord Frederick Auguftus, 
King, and Elector of Saxony, induc’d by the Love 
of Peace, yields up the Kingdom of Poland, and 
renounces now, and for ever, all Right and Claim 
to Poland, and the great Dukedom of Lithuania, 
and the Provinces fubjeét to them: And by Vit- 
tue of this Treaty folemnly ackowledges and de- 
clares the moft ferene Prince and Lord Sraniflaus b 
for true and rigntful King of Poland, and the gteat 
Dukedom of Lithuania. So that during hisl¢fe, and af- 

er nis Deceafe, if he out live him, he fhall nox form 
any Claim or Pretenfion to the Kingdom of Poland, 
and great Dukedom of Lithuania.

Art, V. In like manmeém he does by this prefent 
Pacification abrogate aad-declare void, all Alliances 
and Agreements that R€ has made with other Prin- 
ces and States againft the molt ferene Kings of 
Sweden and Poland; and efpecially thofe he enter’d 
jnto with the Czar of Mu/covy, againit the faid Kings 
and Kingdoms, either before, or during this War.

The 
moft ferene King and Ele€tor does likewife promife 
to interpofe his good Offices with the Pope, that 
the Bifhop of Pofania may {peedily be fer at Li- 
berty. 

Art, X. Solikewife, all the Swedes taken in this 
War, and kepr in Cuitody in Saxony, or elfé where, 
whatever Rank or Condition they are of, fhall, 
affoon as this Treaty is ratified, be fet at Liberty 
Raniom-free. His Sacred Royal Majefty of Sweden 
will, at the fame time, iet ac Liberry a like Num- 
ber of Saxons, and alfo all General and other Of- 
ficers, Ranfom-free; but the remaining private 
Soldiers Prifoners, as well as thofe who have 
already taken Service in his Troops, fhall be 
detain’d by him, ifhe chink fir, and lifted into 
his Service.

Art. XI[. Alfo the Mufcovite Soldiers that re- 
main inthe Eleétorate of Saxony, fhall be deliver’d 
as Prifoners ro his facred Royal Majefty of Sweden, 

Art. XIII. All Colours, Standards, Kettle. Drums, 
Artillery, and the like Enfigns, or Inftruments of 
War, that have been taken from the Swedes, and 
are keptas Trophies, fhall be reftor'd to his facred 
Royal Majelty of Sweden, 

Art. XIV. Colonel Gortz, whom his facred Royal 
Majefty of Sweden took under his Protection, hav- 
ing, tho’ abfent, and without Caufe fhewn, been 
publickly declar’d infamous ; that Sentence fhall be 
annull’d, and he reflor’d to his former Honour and 
Reputation, 

Art. XV. Whereas, by Reafon of the Diftance 
of Places, the ratifying of this Pacification, and 
obtaining the Guaranty hereafter mention’d, feem 
to require fome Length of Time, it fhall be free 
for his facred Royal Majelty of Sweden to put his 
‘Troops into Winter-Quarters throughout the whole 
Electorate, and its Provinces, and thereto collec 
Forrage, and pay for them. Inthe meantime, cer- 
tain Diftri@tsfhall be appointed, in which the Troops 
his facred Royal Majefty and Eledétorul Serenity 
has in Saxony, may have fafe and quiet Subfiftance : 
And as for the Troops he has in the Kingdom of 
Poland, they fhall continue, and have Subliltance 
there, yet in the Places diftant from the Quarters 
of the Swedes, till the Swedes leave Saxony to return 
home.

ania, a8 &o0on as Notice of the Peace being made, 
can reach the Armies of both Parties, for Which 21 
Days are allow'd. 

Art, XIX. It is agreed between the moft ferene 
King of Sweden; and the molt ferene King, and 
Elector of Saxony, by a particular Compact, ‘that 
both, as Members of the Rossan German Empire, 
fhall frmly maintain Religion, as eftablith’d by the 
Peace of Munfter, and in the other Affairs of the 
Empire, aét in Concert by joint Counféls, And 
that the Eftates and Inhabitants of Saxony and Lu/atia 
may be better fecur’d of enjoying the free Exercile 
of the Proteftanr. Religion, at the Inftance of his Sacred 
Royal Majefty of Swedew,as Guarantee of the faid Peace, 
his Sacred Royal Majefty, ahd Eletoral Serenity, 
promifés for himéelf, andthe fucceeding Electors.o 
Saxony, that no Changeof the Proreftant Religion 
fhall ever beintroduc’d into the faid Countries; nor 
fhall Roman Catholicks be allow’d any Churches, 
Schools, Academies, Colleges, Monatteries, or Pla- 
ces, where to-ere&t them, now, or hereafter.

Britain, and of the High and Mighty States General 
of the United Netherlands, andto exhibit the fame 
in due and folemn Form, in Writing, within 6 
Months atter the Signing of this Treaty. Befides 
the foremention’d Potentates, his facred Royal Ma- 
jefty of Sweden may, if he thinks fit, invite, and take 
in other Guarantees, 

Art. XXAL. Laftly, this Pacification, of which two 
Inftruments are drawn up, fhall within fix Weeks, 
from the Day of its being fign’d, be ratified, inthe 
moft authenrick form, by each of the Parties to it: 
On the Part of his Sacred Royal Majefty of Sweden, 
and his Sacred Royal Majetty of Poland, one Copy 
fhall be ratitied ; and on the Part of his Sacred Roy- 
al Majefty and Electoral Serenity, two Copies 
{hall be racified: Which Copies fhall, within the 
atorefaid {pace of Time, be exchang’d at a Place 
and Day appointed, by the Commiilieners of both 
Parties. in Teftimony of all which, We, the above 
nam’d Commiilioners, being entrufted with Full 
Power and Orders, have fign’d withour Hands, and 
corroborated with our Seals, two Inftruments of 
the fame ‘Tenour.

[. 2: HAT the Two Kingdoms of Scotland and 

England, fhall, upon the Firft Day ot May 
next enfuing the Date hereot, and for ever after, be 
united into One Kingdom, by the Name of Great- 
Britain, and that the Enfigns Armorial ot the faid 
United Kingdom, be fuch as her Majefty fhall ap- 
point; and the Croffes of St. Andrew and St. George 
be conjoin’d in fuch manner as her Majefty thal 
think fit, and ufed in all- Flags, Banners, Standards, 
and Enfigns, both at Sea and Land. 

Il, That the Succeifion to the Monarchy of the 
United Kingdom of Great Brittain, and of the Do- 
minions thereunto belonging. after her moft facre 
Majefty, and in Default of [flue of her Mujefty, Be, 
Remain,and Continue to the moft Excellent Princefs 
Sophia, Ele&torefs and Dutchefs Dowager of Hanno-

XI. That during the Continuance of the Duties 
payable in England on Windows and Lights, which 
determines on the FirftDay of Augu/?, One Thoufand

_ payable in England on Coals, Culm and Cynders, 


which determines the Thirtieth Day of September, 
One Thoufind Seven Hunderd and Ten, Scotland 
fhall not be charged therewith for Coals, Culm 
and Cynders confumed there, but fhall be charg- 
ed with thefame Duties as in Eng/and for-all Coals, 
Culm and Cynders not confumed in Scotland.

fuch café, Scotland {hall be liable to the fame Cuftoms 
and Excifes, and have an Equivalent to be {@tled, 
by the Parliament of Grear- Britain, with this turther 
Provifion, That any Malt to be mide and confumed 
in that part of the United Kijgedom now calied Scot- 
land, fhall not be charged with any Impofition on Malt 
during this War.

point Commiutiioners, who fhall be accountable to 
rhe Parliament of Great Britain, for difpofing the 
faid Sum of Three Hundred, Ninety Eight Thou- 
fand and Eighry Five Pounds Ten Shillings ; and all 
other Monies which {Ball arife to Scot/and, upon the 
Agreements aforefaid, t6* the Purpofes before men- 
tion’d: Which Commiifioners fhall be impowered 
to call for, Receive, and Difpofe of the faid Monies 
in manner aforefaid ; and to infpeé the Books of the 
feveral Collectors of the faid Revenues, and of alt 
other Duties, ftom whence an Equivalent may arife, 
and that the Coliecters and Managers of the faid Res 
venues and Duties, be obliged to give to the faid 
Commiilioners, fub{crib’d Authentick Abbreviates of 
the Produce of fuch Revenues and Duties arifing in 
their refpective Diftri€ts: And that the faid Commif- 
fioners fhall have: their Office within the Limits of 
Scotland, and fhall. in fuch Office keep Books, con 
taining Accounts of the Amount of the Equivalents, 
and how the fame fhali have been difpofed of from 
Time to Time; which may be infpeéted by any of 
the Subje&s who fhall defire the fame. 

XVI. Thar from and after the Union, the Coin 
fhall be of the fame Standard and Value throughout 
the United Kingdom, as now in England, and a Mist 
fhall be continued in Scotland, under the fame Rules 
asthe Mint in England, and the prefent Officers of 
the Mint continued, {ubject to fuch Regulations a0 
Alterations as Her Majefty, Her Heirs or Succeflors, 
or the Parliament of Great Britain, fhall think ht. 

XVI. That from and after the Union, the fame 
Weights and Meafures fhall be ufed throughout the 
United Kingdom, as are now Eftablifhed in 29 
land; and Standards of Weights and Meafares hall 
be kept by thofe Burghs in Scot/and, to rn 4 
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keeping the Standards of Weights and Meafures, 
now in ufe there, does of fpecial Right belong, All 
which Srandards fhall be f{ént down to {uch re- 
{ipective Burghs from the Standards kept in the Ex- 
chequer at Hefiminfier, {ubjcét neverthelef§ to fuch 
Regulations as the Parliament of Great-Bricain {hall 
think fir. ' 

XVI}. That the Laws concerning Regulation of 
Trade, Cuftoms, and fuch Excifés, to which Scoe- 
land is, by vertue of this Treaty, to be liable, be 
the fame in Scotland, from and after the Union, as in 
England ; and that all other Laws in Ufe within the 
Kingdom of Scotland, do after the Union, and not- 
with{tanding thereof, remain in the fame Force as 
before, ( except fuch as@re contrary to, or incon. 
fiftent with this Treaty) byt alterable by the Par- 
liament of Great Britain, with this Difference betwixe 
the Laws concerning Publick Right, Policy, and 
Civil Government, and thofe which concern Pri- 
vate Right ; Thar the Laws which,concern Publick 
Right, Policy, and Civil Government, may be made 
the fame throughout the whole United Kingdom; bute 
that no Alteration be made in Laws which concern 
Private Right, except for evident Utiliry of the 
Subjeéts within Scotland. 

XIX. That the Court of Seffion, or College of 
Juftice, do after the Union, and notwithftanding 
thereof, remain in all time coming within Scotland, 
as it is now conftituted by the Laws of chat King- 
dom, and with the fame Authority and Privileges as 
before the Union, fubject neverthelefs to fuch Re- 
sulations for the better Adminiftration of Juftice, as 
fhall be made by the Parliament of Great-Britain ; 
And that hereafter none fall be named by Her Mayefty and 
her Royal Succeffors, to be ordinary Lords of Seffion, bue fuch 
who bave feru'd in the Colledge of Fuftice as Advocates, or 
Principal Clerks of Seffion for the Space Five Tears ; 
or as Writers to the Sionet, for the Space of Ten Years 3

Exchequer in Scotland, after the Union, for Deciding

ty in fuch Cafes, as the Court of Exchequer has in 
England; and thatthe faidCourt of Bxcheguer in 
Scotland have Power of Pailing Signatures, Gitrs,

chequer at prefent in Scotland hath; And thatthe Court 
of Exchequer that now is in Scotland, do remain, 
unt a new Court of Exchequer be fettled by the 
Parliament of Great Britain in Scotland after the 
Union ; And that, after the Union, the Queen’s Ma- 
jefty, and Her Royal Succeffors, may continue a 
Privy-Council in Scothand, for preferving the publick 
Peace and Order, until thé Parliament of Greae- 
Britain fhall think fitto alter it, or eftablifh any othe: 
effectual Method for that End. 

XX. ‘That all Heretable Offices, Syperiorities, He- 
retable JurifdiGlions, Offices for Late, and Jurifdicti- 
ons for Life, be referyed to the Owners thereof, as 
Rights of Property, in the fame manner as they 
are now enjoyed by the Laws of Scos/and, notwith- 
{tanding this Treaty. a 

XXI. That the Rights and Privileges of the Royal 
Burroughs in Scotland as they now are, do remain m- 
tire after the Union, and notwithitanding thereof. 

XXIL That by virtue of this Treaty of the Peers 
of Scotland, at the time of the Union, Sixteen fhall

And that if Her Ma- 
jefty ,on,or before the firft Day of May next, on which

King Wiliam 
and Queen Mary, Entituled, dn Ad for the Abro- 
gating of the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegsance, and 
Appointing other Oaths, and make, fubfcribe, and 
audibly repeat the Declaration mentioned in an Act 
of Parliament made in Engiand inthe Thirtieth Year 
of the Reign of King Charles the Second, Entituled, 
An Att for the more effe&ual preferving the’ King’s Perfom 
and Government, by difabling Papifts from fitcing in either 
Houfe of Parliament, and fhall take and fubicribe the 
Oath mentioned in an Aét of Parliament made in 
England, in the Ficft Year of Her Majefty's Reign, 
Entituled, 4n Aé& to declare the Alterations in the Oath 
appointed to be takenbythe AQ, Entituled, An AG for 
the further Security of His Majefty’s Perfon, and the Suc- 
ceffion of the Crown in the Proteflant Line, and for Ex- 
tinguifhing the Hopes of the pretended Prince of Wales, 
and all other Pretenders, and their open and fecret Abettors, 
and for the declaring the Affociation, to be determined at 
luch TVime, and in Juch manner, as the Members of both

[peétive Ais, directed to Take, Make, and Subfcrive the 
same, upon the Penalties and Difabilitics inthe faid Re- 
Ipoétine Aéts Contained.

Precedency next, and immediately after the Peets 
of the like Orders and Degrees in England ar the 
time of the Union, and before all Peers of Great.

XXIV. That from and after the Union, there be 
one Great Seal for the United Kingdom of Chea 
tain, which fhall be different from the Great Sea 
now us’‘d in either Kingdom ; ‘and that the quattering 
the Arms, and the Rank and Precedency of the Lyon 
King of Arms of the Kingdom of Scotland, as may 
beft fate the Wnion, be left to Her Majefty ; 
And that in the mean time, the Great Seal _ 
England be us'd as the Great Seal of the Ltt 
Kingdom; and that the Great. Seal of the Unit . 
Kingdom, be us’d for fealing Writs to Eleét and Sum 
mon the Parliament of Great-Britain, and fot ene 
all Treaties with Foreign Princes and States, ane 
publick Aéts, Inftruments.and Orders of esha w dice 
concern the whole United Kingdom, and is ‘Naters 
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Matters relating to England, as the Great Seal of Eng- 
land is now us’d ; and that a Sealin Scotland after the 
Union be always kept, and made ufe ofinall things 
relating to private Rights or Grants, which have ufu- 
ally pated the Great Seal of Scorland,and which only 
concern Offices, Grants, Commiflions, and private 
Rights within that Kingdom: And that until fuck 
Seul fhalk be appointed by Her Majelty, the prefent 
Great Seal of scotland {hall be ufed for fuch Purpofes: 
And that the Privy-Seal, Signet Caffet, Signet of the 
jufticiary Court, Quarter-Seal and Seals of Courtsnow 
ufed in scotlamdbe continued: But that the faid Seals 
be altered and adapted tothe State of the Union, 
as Her Maiefty fhall think fit ; and the faid Seals, 
and all of them, and ‘the Keepers of them, thall be 
fubject to fuch Regulations as the Parliament of 
Great-Britain {hall hereafter make : And that the 
Crown, Scepter, and Sword of State, the Records of Parlia- 
ment, and all other Records, Rolls and Regifters whatfoever, 
both Publick and Private, General and Particnlar, and 
Warrants thereof, continue to be kept as they are within 
that part of the United Kingdom now called Scotland ;

HE Effates of Parliament confidering that the Arti 2 
< cles Sead the Kingdoms of Scotland and Eng- 
land, were agreed on the Twenty Second of July, 1706. 
Years, by the Commiffioners nominated on behalf of thts 
Kingdom, under Her Majefty’s Great Seal of this King- 
dom of Scotland, bearing date the Tyemty Seventh of 
February (aft paft, in purfuance of the Fourth Ag of 
the Third Seffion of this Parliament, and the Coonmifi, 
oners nominated on behalf of the Kingdom of Englan ' 
under Her Majefty’s Great Seal of Eng and, bearing date 
at Weftminkter the Tenth Day of April /af, in pt 4 
ance of an AG of Parliament made in gw hi 
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oye Third Year of Her Majefty’s Reign, to Treat of, and com: 


cerning an Unien of the faid Kingdoms. Which Articles 
were in all Humility prefented to Her Majefty upon the 
Twenty Third of the faid Month of \uly, and were recom. 
mended to this Parliament by Her Majefty’s Royal Letter 
of the date of the Thirty fuft Day of July, 1706. Yeas, 
And that the faid Eftates of Parliament have agreed to, 
and approven of th@faid Articles of Union, svith fome 
Additions and Explanations, as is contained in the Ar. 
ticles hergafter inferted. And ficklyke Her Majefty, with 
Advice, and Confent of the Eftates of Parliament, re- 
folving to Eftablifh the Proteftant Religion, and Presby. 
terian Church Government within this Kingdom, has paft 
sn this Seffion of Parliament, an Aét, Entituled, An 
Act for Securing the Proteftant Religion, and Pres. 
byterian Church Government, which by the Tenor 
thereof is appointed to be inferted in any A& Ratifying 
the Treaty , and exprefly declared to be a Fundamental and 
EfJential Condjtion of the faid Treaty or Union in all 
Time coming. Therefore Her Majefty, with Advice and 
Confent of the Eftates of Parliament, in Fortification of 
the Approbagion of the Articles as above-mentioned, 
And for bate rcher and better E@tabliflment of the fame, 
upon full and mature Deliberation upon ghe aforefaid Ary 
ticles of Union, and A& of Parliament, doth Ratifies 
Approve, and Confirm the fame with the Additions and 
Explanations.contained inthe faid Articles, in manner, 
and under the Provifion after-mentioned, whergof the 
Tenor follows. . 


The A& for Securing the Proteftant Religion, and 
Presbyterian Church Government: | With the 
Statutary Ad. 


UR Sovereign Lady, and the Eftates of Parlia- 

ment, confidering, That by the late A& ot 
Parliament for a Treaty with England for an Union 
of Both Kingdoms, it is provided, That the Com- 
mitlioners forthat Treaty, fhould not treat of, of 
concerning any Alteration of the Worthip, Dit- 
cipline, and Government of the Church of this 
Kingdom, as now by Law Eftablifhed : “Which 
Treaty being now reportéd to the Parliament ; and 
it being reafonable and neceflary, that the true Pros 
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teftant Religion, as prefently profeffed within this 
Kingdom, with the Worthip, Difcipline, and Go- 
vernment of this Church, fhould be effectually, and 
unalterably fecured ; Therefore Her Majefty, with 
Advice and Confent of the faid Eftates of Parliament, 

doth hereby Eftablifh and Confirm the faid true Proe 
teltant Religion, andthe Worfhip, Difcipline and 
Government of this Church, to continue without 
any Alteration to the People of this Land in all 
fucceeding Generations: And more efpecially. Her 
Majelty, with Advice and Confent forefaid, Ratifies, 
Approves, and for ever Confirms the Fifth A@ 
of the Firft Parliament of King 4 illiam and Qeeen 
Mary, entituled, An Att ratifying the Confeffion of 
Faith, and fettling Presbyterian Church Government, 
with the bail other Aéts of Parliament relating thereto, 
in profecution of the Declaration of the Eftates of this 
Kingdom, containing the Claim of Right, bearing date 
the Eleventh of April, 1689. And. Her Majefty, 
with Advice and Confent forefaid, exprefly provides 
and. declares; that the forefaid true Proreftanre Reli- 
gion, contained in the above-mentioned Confeilion 
of Faith, with the Form and Purity of Worfhip pre-. 
fently in ufe within this Church, and its Presby- 
terian Church Government and Difcipline ; that is 
to fay, The Government of the Church by Kirk 
Seflions, Presbyterics, Provincial Synods, and Ge- 
neral Affemblies, all Eftablifhed by the forefaid 
Acts of Parliament, purfuant ro the Claim of Right, 
{hall remain and continue unalterable; and that the 
faid Presbyterian Government fhall be the only 
Government of the Church within the Kingdom of 
Scotland. And further, for the greater Security of 
the forefaid Proteftant Religion, and of tne Wor- 
fhip, Difcipline, and Government of this Church, 
as’ above-eftablifhed, Her Majefty, with Advice 
and Confent forefaid, Statutes and Enacts, that 

the Univerfities and Colleges of St. Andrews, Gla/. 
cow, Aberdeenand Edinburgh, as now eftablifhed by 
Law, fhall continue,within this Kingdom for ever: 

_ And that in alltime, coming, no Profeflors, 
Principals, Regents, Mafters, . or others, bearing 
Office in any Univerlity-College or School within 
this Kingdom, be capable, or be admitted, or al- 


lowed to continue in the Exercife of their faid Fun- 
ions 
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&ions, but fach as fhall own and acknowledge the 
Civil Government in manner prefcribed, or to be 
prefcribed by the Aéts of Parliament: As alfo that 
before, or at their Admiffions, they do, and fhall ac- 
knowledge, and profefs, and fhall fubfcribe to the 


forefaid Confeilion of Faith, as the Confedlion of 


their Faith ; and that they will pra&tife and conform 
themfelves to the Worfhip prefently in ufe in this 
Church, and fubmit themfelves to the Government 
and Difcipline thereof ; and never endeavour dire&- 
ly or indireCtly the Prejudice or Subverfion of the 
fame; and that beforethe refpeétive Presbyreries of 
their Bounds, by whatfome-ever Gift, Prefentation, 
or Provifion they may be thereto provided. 

And further, Her Majefty,; wich Advice forefaid, 
exprefly Declares and Statutes, That none of the 
Subjeéts of this Kingdom fhall be liable to, bur all 
and every one of them for ever free of any Oath, 
Teft, or Subfcription, within this. Kingdom, con- 
trary to, or incontiftent with the forefaid true Prote- 
ftant Religion, and Presbyterian Church Government, 
Worfhip and Difcipline, as above eftablifhed: And 
that the fame within the Bounds of this Church and 
Kingdom, fhall never be impofed upoh, or required 
of them in any fort.

A Letter written by Monfieur ‘de Chamillard, 
Secretary of State tothe French King, to the 
Duke of Berwick Marfhal of France, and Cap- 
tain General of the French Forces in Caftile 
which was Intercepted, Dec. 10. 1706.

My Lord, 
: HAving laid before che King your Excellency’s 
* Letter, of the 11th of November, His Majefty 
“commands me to let you know how well fatisfied he 
* is with your Excellency’s continued good Condué}, 
‘which he will always keep frefh in his Memory : 
‘and to return the following Anfwer co the feveral 
* Particulars you mention. Firft, The greater Streights 
‘and Difficulties Things are brought co, the more 
* ought to be your Excellency’s Vigilance. For the 
“ill Succefs of our Armies in Flanders and Iealy hath 
‘ obliged his Majefty to make Overtures of Peace not 
* very agreeable ro the Honour and Intereft of France ; 
* But theObftinacy of the Blinded Allies of theHoufe of 
* Auftria makes them tenacious, fo that They will nor 
‘liften to any thing bur the entire Reftitution of the 
“Pretended Rights of that Houfe; and they lay hold 
‘of this Opportunity to revenge themfelves of what 
‘they call Injuries done them, the Profperity of this 
*Crown ;vand to leffen its Power, endeavour to hinder 
‘ ourcontinued Succefles, which they look upon as'fo 
* many Chains prepared for ial Anarcienceteregy and 
‘ thus become regardlefs of the Reafonablenefs of the 
© Terms offerd. What Prejudice would it have been 
‘ to France. to have difinembred Spain, and held the 
* Ballance >? But the Errorcommirted in accepting the

‘ different Pretences, fome to recruit ‘Troops, others 
‘to buy Cloaths for Soldiers; undervaluing thofe 
‘made in Spain, as well in regard to their Quality 
‘as their Price. The Militia is another confidera- 
* ble Part of the State, and now more than ever, and 
‘ therefore mult be paid as pundtually as the Soldiers, 
‘which will engage thein not to defert ; and they 
‘ fhould be treated as Men of the fame Nation and 
‘Religion, and allow’d all kind of Liberty, as well 
‘in their Winter-Quarters, and in thofe Places or 
¢ Countries which adhere to the King, as in thofe 
‘which have declared for the Enemy when they 
¢ fhall take them. The Officers muft be cherifhed, 
‘and paid as far as poffible, that they may be con- 
‘tenteds; But as it is not Intereft alone foy which they 
‘ ferve, but Honour, and the Hopes of greater Polts 
‘and Preterments; there mult for this Reafon be 
‘made, out af thofe who are well affeéted, a good 
‘ Number’ of Brigadiers, Major-Generals, Lieute- 
‘ nant-Generals, and Officers of other Degrees: 
‘For- others feeing thefe run, or rather fly, into 
¢ Preferments, wil] hope to as Happy. And tho’ the 
‘Promotion of fo many Officers will render it im- 
‘ pofible to find a fufficient Fund in the whole World 
‘to pay them punctually, this will be remedied by 
‘ permitting them to get what they can in their 
¢ Quarters, and otherwife for their Subfiftance: For 
‘this Proud Nation will be better fatished with the 
‘ Honour of their Imployments, than with Money , 
§ befides, the Sobriety with which they are bred, will 
not make them think the worfe of fuch a or 
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yr “tude of Officers. The Confequence will be, That 
* when Spain mult be left, there will remain fo great 
‘a Nu of Officers of all Ranks, that it will be 
* impoilible to imploy them all; and when a regu- 
* lar Government reforms or disbands them, there 
* will be fo many Complainants as there fhall be 
€ Perfons difpoffefied of what they thought their ju 
‘Right: And this will occafion a great many to re- 
* main firm to the King’s Intereft, in whom His Ma- 
‘ jefty_may always confide. Such other Artifices as 
‘may be proper are allo to be ufed towards thole 
¢ Perfons, who fhall be removed from their Imploy- 
* ments. | } 

‘Another Part of the State is Trade and Com- 
* merce, by means of which Riches are brought to a 
“Kingdom ; and this is already fafficiently ruined 
* by the continual Navigation of our Ships from the 
© Ports of France with Manufaétures from the firft 
* Hand, at low Rates, and underfelling the Spaniards 
“in the Weft Indies, who cannot fell fo cheap with- 
* out lofing Part of their Principal; befides, the Vice- 
*roys and Governors connive at and tolerate our 
* Merchants to pleafe the Court ; and this in many 

hings which they don’t allow in thofe of their 
“own Nation. The Privileges’ commanded to be gi- 
* ven the French Merchants, in buying of Wools in 
*.Caftile, facilitates their beifg fent to this Kingdom 
* preferably"to any other’ Country ; and then the 
* Spaniards find’ a great Conveniency in thé*Cheap- 
* nefs of our Manufactures. 

* And for a Conclufion ‘of all, Monfieur du Ca/e 
“hath Orders to bring the Spgnifh Flota to the Ports 
“ot France, where Reprifals will be made of all the 
“ Cargoes, ‘tinder a Prerence of Sarisfaétion for the 
* immenfe Charge this Crown hath been at to defend | 
* Spain. 

: It’s neceflary that your Excellency give fri&t Or- 
‘ders to the Commiffaries in the feveral ‘Parts of 
* Spain, to purchafe al] the Wrought Plate, Gold and 
“fewels, they can, altho’ at fomething more than 
“their real Value ; which will be faved by the low 
* Value of the Specie in which they fhall be paid for: 
‘And for this Purpofe Orders are given that our

* fo many valiant Spaniards. ‘This fame conftant 
* Maxim hathbeen purfued by the Invincible Lord, 
* the Empera Brother, withthe Vigour which 
“ the happy Succeiles of his Arms have manifefted ; 
‘in which Ihave concurred on my part, omitting 
‘neither Fatigues, nor Diligence, whereby I might 
* contribute to fo Gloriousand Important an End, ex- 





_ © pofing my felf to the greateft Dangers ; which being 


* fo well known, I fhall not mention here. _ Every 
* unbiaffed and prudent Judge will plainly fee, that 
“ although this Enterprize be indeed advantagious to 
* the Interefts of our moft Auguft Houfé, no lefs 
© Benefit will accrue hereby to the whole Monarchy 
* of Spain in general, and everyione of its Subje¢ts 
‘in particular, whom we, the Auftrian Kings, have 
‘always look’d upon more like our Children than 
* Subje@ts, without making any partial Diftinétion 
* of one from the other. Onthe contrary, the chief 
* Aim of the Freneb in their Negotiations (though 
* cloath’d with different Colours) has been to extir- 
‘pate the Spaniards, and to bury in Oblivion the 
* Memory of their Glorious Aétions. France hath 
* never ¢eafed to endeavour with the utmoft Care

‘this end, how many falfe Suggeftions and deceitful 
* Reports have they fpread abroad, as well af my 
* being dead, as concerning Religion, which no bod 
“ can be ignorant of ; by thefe Scandalous Methods 
* preverting the unwary Spamiards, and making 
‘them Inftruments of the unhappy Ruin ‘of their 
*Countsy. But ftill they arein time to prevent fo 
“fatal a Blow to their own Honour and Intereft, and 
‘nor to fuffer Hiftory to be ftained with fo foul a 
* Blot, tothe Difgrace of themfelyes and their Poft- 
‘rity. It is therefore moft juft, that whilft the 
* French are endeavouring to tear this Monarchy in 
* Pieces by their Foreign Negotiations, and by keep- 
“ing up the Rage of War in the Heart of it, the 
* Spaniards appear in its Defence’; as not only Rea- 
* fons of Policy,but even Natural Inftinét,directs them 
‘that they unite firmly” together, whereby they will 
“be enabled to fhake off the heavy Yoak of the 
* French, and to drive out of Spain thofe ancient and 
* implacable Rivals of their Glory. 
©The Motion of the French Troops to winter in 
‘ Castile, ina Seafon fo far advanced, leaving their 
“ convenient Quarters, isa plain Indication of their 
* ill Defigns : For upon any Event their Intention is 
‘to retire to France, wich the remaining Treafure of 
* Spain, colouring their Marchés with Fecrar >: Pre. 
“tences; fothat when the Spaniards all difcover 
: their ignominious Treatment by thefe Proceed- 
‘ings, there will be mo time left for their Ke-

* This Danger being fo great, ut is Dot agro 
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‘be put in Poffeffion of the Monarchy, and France LYN 
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wANY lieve that there fhould bea Spaniard who will not 


* join ‘his Endeavours in this yun€ture to difperfé 
* fuch deceitful Guefts, and to make ther pay ex- 
*emplarily for their Villany, in deceiving thofe that 
‘ trulted in them, and delivered themfelves into their 
© Hands. It ought not t6 be forgotten what France 
* practifed with thofé of Meffina; abandoning of 
* them entirely, and leaving them to beg for ProteGi- 
“on in molt of the Courts of Europe: The fame the 
* will do by the Spaniards, if they donot open theig 
* Eyes in time to avoid it ; nor will their Fortune be 

better than that of thofé unhappy People, for they 
* ought not t0 expect that thofe who have endeavour-

© well in France, it being a great’ Error to forfake the 
* Endearments of a Natural Mother, for the rough 
* Treatment of a fevere Step Mother ; for Nature will 

not change. .It is unneceflary to remind the Spa- 
* wiards ofthe Violences they have experienced from

“ven with the help of his uftal Equivocations. 
* This Pact is fo notorious, that no body (though 
“very remote from Publick Affairs) but muft have 
* heard it lamented, ag a Misfortune to Chriltendom, 
“ abhorring the Proceedings of the French ina Cafe

“ Perplexity, took ( notwithftanding the Succours 
* fent up by your High Mightinefles ) rhe Fortrefles 
* of Brifac and Landau ; at laftly, by their Advanta- 
*ges on the Spierbach, tpread the Terror of theit 
* Armsto the Main and Mojelle. “The Campaign of 
“1704 was open’d by the Enemy on the Upper 
* Rhine and the Danube, and to redrefs the Imminent 
* Danger it brought upon the Allies, and prevent the 
* fatal Confequencces that were apprehended from it, 
* your HighMightinefles, with her Majefty the Queen 
* of Great Britain, were oblig’dto fend up a very 
* confiderable Number of Troops, which had fuch 
* Succefs, that a Stop was put to the Progrefs of the 
‘Enemy ; and by the great Battle of Hochfet, fought 
“foon after that at Schellenbergh, all that was loft was 
*recover’d, Brifac andFort Keb/ only excepted : But 
‘inthe meantime the Arms of the Allies had not 
* the fame Succefs in other Berts, particularly in Por- 
* sual ; and in Piedmont, where befides the Reducti- 
‘on. of the Dutchy of Savoy, feveral Places were 
*forc’d to fubmit to the Enemy, tho’ not without 
‘ putting them to a very great Expence of ere 
“efpecially Verue, which coft them a hard Siege © 

‘above Six Months. Thefe Succefles, High and 
* Mighty Lords, gave us good Ground to hope, that 
‘the Enemy, who in the Battle of Hochjter, and the 
* Siege of Verue, had in effect loft wo Armies, cou 

‘not repair that Lofs, at leaft, not fo {peedily, i 
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“hinder the Military Operations of the Allies, the CAN 


*next Year, on the Mo/ede and the Szar and Country 
F'adjacent, where Frances lealt fortified by Art; bur 
‘the Event was very different from thofe Hopes and 
* Appearances.. The Enemy rook the Field firft a- 
‘gain, onthe Mofede, with a formidable Army, and 
‘ pofted themfelves in fuch a manner, that the Army 
* which march’d up thither could undertake no en- 
terprize of Confequence : Arthe fame time the Ene- 
my appear’d Superior on the Maeze, fo that to fe- 
cure the Srate from Difafter, the Troops were ob- 
* lig’d to come back from the Mofele ; yer thar Suc- 
* cefsattended them, that in a little time after the E- 
*nemy’s Lines in Brabant were forc’d. In Spain, by 
* means of the new Succors fent thither, who took 
* Barcelona, the Face of Affairs was happily chane’d ; 
‘and on the Upper Rhine, the ‘Arms of the 
* Allies broke through the Enemy’s Lines about

“man Expeétation, In Spain, Barcelona was reliey'd, 
‘and the Enemy fore’d todraw off, with the Lofs of 
* almoft a whole Army, and of a confiderable Train 
* of Artillery, and all manner of Stores of War ; this 
* was attended by the Submitlion of the intire Princi- 
* pality of Catalonia, and of the Kingdoms of Valencia 
* and Arvagon to King Charles III, as alfé of feveral 
* Maritime Places in the Mediterranean. In the Ne- 
‘ therlands, by the Glorious Battle of Ramilly, and the 
* Affright and Confufion into which it put the Ene- 
‘my, three Spanifh Provinces, and feveral great and 
* opulent Cities and Places in them, were likewife re- 
‘ due’d to the Obedience of King Char/es II] ; and at- 
‘terwards feveral other ‘Towns, as Offend, Menin, 
* Dendermonde, Aeth, were with uncommon Vigour 
* and Bravery taken in much lefs Time than the like 
© was ever done before : And in Piedmont, the City 
¢ of Turix was in a moft wonderful manner nobly re-

* What we would come to is this, that of all that 
“France has either acquir’d by Treaties, or feix’d

* thing from them, but Meni only; and on the 
‘other hand, they are now poflefs'd of the Capi- 
‘tal City, and moft of the Peveitéry of the Arch-

‘ that the King of France, with refpec to his Domi- 
* nions and Provinces, is, if not more, yet in Effect 
* not lefs formidable, than he was in the laft War,

c | Hope Col. Richards will be with you in a Day 
, oF two, with the good News heh Victory 
_ over the Enemy, which, by the Event, appears to 
be much greater than we could well have expect- 
"ed: For on Monday Night, while we were ma- 
“king our Difpofition to force the Paflage of the 
* Dyle by break of Day the next Morning, we had 
* Advice, That the Enemy having ihaecaa Lou- 
* vain, were retired towards Bruffels; fo that we 
“ made our Bridges, and pafs’d the River without a- 
* ny Oppofition. We encamped that day at Bethlem; 
‘and continued our March next Morning early. 
* About 10 a Clock I receiv’d the enclofed Letter by 
‘a Trumpet from the Marquis de Deyn/e, Governor 
“ of that Place: Whereupon I fent Colonel Panton, 
‘one of my Aids de Camp, with a Compliment to 
‘him, and the Srates, to let them know, I fhould be 
* glad to fee them in the Afternoon. About 4a Clock

But how much you abhor 
the turbulent Temper and Coun- 
fels of thefe Men fufficienrly ap- 
pears by the many Encomiums 
upon the Church of England, 
which are extant in the Writings 
of your Divines: Which receive 
no {mall Additiona) ‘Weight from 
your lare Letrer to us, which 
gives us a frefh, as well as moft 
grateful Teftimony ef the Af- 
fe€tion of yous Church towards 
ours, Wefhall ever fet a great 
Valueon your illuftrious Appro- 
bation, which would foon put a 
ftop ro the vaft progrefs Schifm 
makes amongft ws, if your Au- 
thority had realiy fuch Credit 
with thofe who diffent from us, 
as they prerend it has. 

We ever had, moft illuftrious 
Gentlemen, the fame Thoughts 
with you, concerning the Diffe- 
rences of Ceremonies in the fe- 
veral Churches: For you will 
find both in our Liturgy, and in 
the Articles of Religion, That 
it is lawful for any Church to 
ufe its Authority, in preicribing 
Ceremonies to its btwn Mem- 
bers; And that it is unjuft for 
one Church co blame another, 
for admitting Ceremonies differ- 
ing from itsown. It is alto- 
gether inconfiftent with oue 
Charity, by too fevere a Cenfure, 
to condemn thefe Reformed 
Churches which, forc’d by the 
Ievefiftiile Law o} Nec«{jity, unwi lle 
ingly, deviated from the Primitive 
Form of Epifcopacy; as if they

‘6 WV j E received but fome few daysago, the Letter
